Deccribe the present and original {il known} physical appearance
The Hy-Red Gulf Filling Station'is made up of two main sections. ltlost prominent is the
canopy, or porte-cochere,with its steeply pitched roof, which faces north on the h'ighway.
Attached at the rear of the canopy'is a small one-story brick building. Both structures
utilize multi-colored bejge and brown glazed brick, Which was manufactured by the Meritt
Brick Company of Ill'inois.

The canopy is supported on four square brick pi11ars, wjt!'t qvery fifth course of brick
recessed. Restihb on the pjllars'is a simple'fascia, With decorative pane'ls over each
pi'l1ar. The soffits have porcela'in e'lectric light fixtures. The eye-catching, bel1-cast,
pyrami da'l roof i s shi ngl ed.

The two rear pillars are engaged to the one-story structure.. Between them the main entrance
ii snettered by the canopy,-aid features a singlb-leaf glazed-door with a transonl. Flanking
the door are fixed-sash wjnOows, with 12 lights each. Heads for the door and windows are
formed by a header course, then a projecting stretcher course, and another header course-
An additional header course underscores the joint with the canoPy ceiling.

The west side of the bu'i'lding has on'ly two bays. To the riglt is a round-arched entrance
wiih projecting header vouss6irs. The left biy_is a window-divided into three section! by

wood muliions,-each section having 12 lights. -The 
window head resemb'les those on the frtnt

facade. Forming a kind of frieze is a piojecting course of stretchgft,-followed by a band.

oi patterned brick, then another projecting streicher course, and, finally, a stone parapet

cornice that is continuous with the caps atop the pillars-

The rear, or south, facade, has three small, six-1ight windows, and a frieze band like that
just desiribed, bui no cornice. A single uiick chifrney is centered toward the back end of
tne Uui I d'ing.

f^lhen purchased by the current owners, the bujlding was co.ated with several layers of paint.
rhe pijnt was rdmoved, the trim resiored and painted. l'luch of the orig'i.na1 electrical
wir.iirg and copper, briss, and porcela'in fixtures were irrtact and in good condition.

Inside the building were two restrooms; one had an outside entrance and is now the location
of the furnace. Inside walls have been repaired or replaced;, the tin ceiling and hardwood

floor are not original. The transom window above the door is also a rep'lacement.

Gasol.ine pumps in the front are from the'1930s, but are not original to the building.

In its
restored state, it is an excellent early example of lhis type of facility, the only such
gas station survivjng in Greentown, and one of feW in the state.

bui'ld'ing constructed in 'l930. The station opened in 193.| with Lavon Ayers as proprietor.

i In about 
.|939 the brand changed to Gu'lf, and it remained a Gulf station until about 1958.

i The station then became one of the Comer Oil Company's group of independents, with the
; Silver Edge brand name. The brand later changed to Deep Rock, a Kerr-Magee product.

. tn .|965 the station became an antique shop, followed by a coffee shop, two pizza shops, a

, garden nursery, and final'ly a H'ickory Farms cheese shop. The bui'lding vtas empty for five
i o. six years before being purchased and restored by the current owners.
